The first 
testimony heard was 
Heat of Dr. C C. Spangler who per­ 
formed the autopsy on the body. He 
told how he found the m an’s skull 
fractured. 
Tile fracture extended 
in five directions, and on the right 
side of the skull there was a tri- 
anguler piece of bone broken loose 
from the rest of the skull. 
The 
base of this triangle was along the 
ridge of the skull and the point ex­ 
tended dow-nward over the right 
temporal region. 
Doctor Spangler also told of the 
outer bruises on the man’s face. 
According to indications the bruise 
on the face was of such a nature 
as might be sustained by contact 
with a rough surface such as con­ 
crete or gravel. On questioning he 
stated that such a bruise or “brush 
b u rn ’ might be contracted after 
death had occurred. It was Doctor 
Spangler’s 
opinion 
that 
several 
blows of some blunt instrument had 
been struck upon the m an’s head, 
because of the extensive blood clot­ 
ting that covered almost the entire 
skull and the long fractures that 
extended in five directions. 
Finding of Body 
Patrolm an I. C. Corman, of the 
state motor patrol, related the find­ 
ing of the body after he had been 
notified of the accident by J, H 
Coon, of the York city police. He 
.stated that the body of Henry was 
found on the south side of the Lin­ 
coln Highway about two miles west 
of York, and that the dead m an s 
feet were at the edge of the high­ 
way, resting on a bank of snow* that 
had been thrown up by the scraper. 
Henry’s head was lying away from 
the road, his body perpendicular to 
the road, and his head at a consid­ 
erably lower level than his feet. 
There was no evidence of a strug­ 
gle­ 
r s testimony was corroborated 
by Officer Coon. 
The latter also 
stated that there were no evidences 
of a struggle at the spot where the 
body was found. 
Moreover, there 
were no personal belongings, and 
the m an was hatless. 
Jury's Verdict

Washington, March 13.—The will 
of William Howard Taft, filed for 
probate, leaves the entire estate of 
the former president to his widow, 
Mrs. Helen H. Taft, save for a few 
specific legacies of email amounts. 
Its total was not stated, but it Is 
known to Ik* large. 
The will, dated 1923, first speci­ 
fies that all private papers, letters, 
and similar effects shall be divided 
among or disposed of by his chil­ 
dren, with the approval of Mrs. Taft, 
as they may see fit. 
In the original will he bequeathed

endowment 
fund, 
to

fund, to be paid in five yearly in­

In the original will be made spe­ 
cific bequests of $5 OOO to Margaret

Melschner, lie left $5 OOO. 
In the codicil of 1925 he left

The dominant in us is most apt to be overplayed at times. Paraphrasing 
“Eddie" Guest, it takes a heap O' livin' to round a character and stir it 
into strength and sweetness, as well as into fine control. 
What does anyone gain by snubbing another? To do so only makes 
the one who does it feel mean and low. The snubber does not like to be 
snubbed. 
There are better businesses, anyway, than the snubbing business!
